STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of New Durham qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall, in said 
New Durham, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of 
March, 1952, at twelve o’clock noon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 

Article 1. To choose a selectman for two years, a select- 
man for three years, and a town clerk, a town treas- 
urer, a road agent, two town auditors and all other 
necessary officers and agents for the ensuing year. 

AND YOU ARE FURTHER NOTIFIED TO 
MEET AT SAID TOWN HALL, IN SAID NEW 
DURHAM, AT SEVEN O’CLOCK IN THE AF- 
TERNOON OF SAID TUESDAY, MARCH 
ELEVEN, 1952, TO ACT UPON THE FOLLOW- 
ING SUBJECTS: 

Article 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray the expenses of 
town government for the ensuing year in accordance 
with the recommendations of the budget committee 
or with such variations as are by law permitted. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow such sums of money as may be 
necessary to pay current expenses in anticipation of 
taxes. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to grant a dis- 
count of 1% on all taxes paid within 30 days from 
date of presentation of tax bills. 
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Article 5. To see if the town will vote to adopt a plan 
for extending to employees of the town the benefits 
of title II of the Federal Social Security Act (Old 
Age and Survivors Insurance) as authorized by 
Chapter 234 of the Laws of 1951, and to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $100.00 to defray the town’s 
share of the cost thereof. 

Article 6. If the foregoing article is adopted, to see if 
the town will authorize the selectmen to execute on 
behalf of the town the necessary agreement with the 
State of New Hampshire to carry into effect the plan 
and to see if the town will designate the town treas- 
urer as the officer to be responsible for the adminis- 
tration of the plan. 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $906.00 for state aid construction, said amount 
having been determined by the state highway com- 
missioner as the amount of the town’s obligation for 
state aid construction for the year 1952. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
school board to retain and use the sum of $315.00 
remaining from the proceeds of the sale of the Ridge 
schoolhouse, for the hot lunch program, said pro- 
eram to be revised so that all school children shall 
benefit from the same. (This sum of money is now 
being held by the school district awaiting final dis- 
position in accordance with a vote taken at the 
school meeting for 1951.) . 

Article 9. To see what action the town wishes to take 
with reference to wages to be paid to town em- 
ployees. 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
the selectmen to sell the lot of land acquired from 
John Tracy, located on the Ridge road, except for 
that portion of said land used by the town as a 
gravel bank, said sale to be made by competitive 
bidding. 
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Article 11. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
winter plowing on the following roads: 

1. The Dame road from the Van Keuren factory to 
the residence of Willis Corson. 

2. The Valley road from Giles corner to the resi- 
dence of Roy Berry. 

3. The cross road from the residence of Maurice 
Hayes to the residence of Izah Berry. 

Article 12. _To see if the town will vote to purchase 
loading equipment and suitable transportation fa- 
cilities for the same and raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,000.00 for said purpose, either by current 
taxation or by borrowing on bonds or serial notes. 

Article 13. If the foregoing article is adopted, to see if 
the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to en- 
gage in work with said loading equipment for other 
towns, the state of New Hampshire, or for private 
individuals, the income derived therefrom to be car- 
ried in the account of current funds on hand, said 
income to be applied to the payment of principal, 
and interest annually of any notes or bonds issued to 
procure the funds for the purpose of purchasing said 
loading equipment. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to rescind pre- 
vious action taken with respect to playing basketball 
in the town hall. ; 

Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $54.00, which is 1/100 of 1% of- 
the assessed valuation of the town, to the Lakes Re- 
gion Association, for the purpose of publicizing and 
promoting the natural advantages and resources of 
the town, in cooperation with other towns in the 
Lakes Region. 

Article 16. (By petition) To see if the town will vote 
to have the town officials sit in the front of the hall 
during town meeting, and to have available informa- 
tion and records necessary to conduct meeting. 
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Article 17. (By petition) To see if the town will vote 
to establish a planning board of five members, with 
duties as set forth in sections 8 to 15, inclusive, of 
Chapter 538, Revised Laws of New Hampshire, 1942, 
the board members -to be elected by the people from 
the floor at the current town meeting; and to appro- 
priate and raise a sum of money therefor, or do any- 
thing in relation thereto. 

Article 18. (By request) To see what action the town 
will take regarding the adoption of zoning laws as 
provided in Chapter 51 of the Revised Laws of New 
Hampshire, 1942, and any amendments thereof and 
to act upon any resolutions pertaining to the same. 

Article 19. (By petition) to see if the town will vote 
to have the road agent place barrels or boxes filled 
with sand and salt on bad hills throughout the town 
and appropriate a sum of money therefor. 

Article 20. (By petition) To see if the town will vote 
to instruct the selectmen to appoint a civilian de- 
fense head who is a resident of New Durham. 

Article 21 (By petition) To see if the town will adopt 
a non-partisan ballot or do anything in relation 
thereto.

four school is being conducted efficiently again 
this year by Mr. Pierce and Mrs. Barnard. The chil- 
dren continue to show steady progress in the fundament- 
al subjects as judged by the results on the standard 
achievement tests given each spring. Parents are urged 
to follow the progress of their children on these tests. 
While they are not the only measure your teachers use, 
they are a standard test used in many school systems 
throughout the United States and they do isolate weak- 
nesses and strengths. 

Mr. William E. Rice has replaced Mrs. Grau as 
the music teacher for your children. He has been re- 
ceived enthusiastically. Mr. Rice employed jointly by 
Farmington, Alton and New Durham. 


No major repairs have been made to your school 
building this year. The board does contemplate having 
the outside painted this coming spring. . 

The bus route now being operated to Wolfeboro 
and the one to Birch Hill can be eliminated next year if 
no new children move in on either of these routes. 

When the history of education is written for this 
last year, two items will no doubt have a prominent 
place. The first might be entitled, “now it can be told”. 


For several years a number of organizations have 
been publishing and distributing material harmful to 
our schools. Some of these materials have been pre- 
pared by persons known to be subversive by the F. B. I., 
While other materials have come from individuals who 
have for years made their livelihood by attacking some 
Special group. In September, 1951, the McCall maga- 
zine published an article by Arthur D. Morse, entitled, 
“Who’s Trying to Ruin Our Schools”, which exposed 
the great movement against our public schools. 

This should serve as a warning to all of us. 
While we all know that good schools are necessary in a 
democracy, sometimes we take them for granted. Con- 
structive criticism is always desirable, but material 
which attempts to destroy must not be tolerated. New 
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Hampshire citizens have been receiving their share of 
this material. 

Toward the close of the year, the second thing 
happened. The National Association of Manufacturers 
announced a program which they would carry on for the 
support of our public schools. The cooperation of this 
powerful organization should be a distinct help to public 
education. The resolution passed recently by this group 
sums up the responsibility of businessmen in_ these 
words: ‘Business enterprises must find a way to. sup- 
port the whole educational program effectively, regular- 
ly, and now”. 

The supply of teachers continues to decrease and 
the demand grows greater each year. No less an auth- 
ority than the United States Chamber of Commerce re- 
veals these facts in their December, 1951, bulletin, 
“News and Cues”. 

“Teachers’ colleges suffered the largest over-all 
decrease—11%—and the largest drop in freshman _ en- 
rollment—16%. These figures suggest that teaching 
continues to be less attractive to young people than 
other professions. All citizens who believe in compul- 
sory public education should be concerned about the 
continuing shortage of elementary teachers which, as 
this survey shows, may grow worse”. 

Satisfactory pay and pleasant working conditions 
are the only things which will change this trend. 

Your continued support of your schools is es- 
sential to their success.

The routine hearing and vision tests are also go- 
ing to be done this winter. Any defects being found will 
be reported to the parents. 

Classroom inspections have been made whenever 
necessary for routine health work or to give individual 
advice to pupils regarding personal hygiene or whatever 
seemed important at the moment. Home visits have al- 
so been made regarding ill children or to interview par- 
ents.

NOTICE TO DOG OWNERS 


Your attention is called to Section 1, Chapter 96, 
Pamphlet Laws of 1925, which reads as follows: 

“Every owner or keeper of a dog three months old 
or over shall annually, on or before the thirtieth day of 
April, cause it to be registered, numbered, described, and 
licensed for one year from the first day of the ensuing 
May, in the office of the clerk of the city or town wherein 
said dog is kept, and shall cause it to wear around its 
neck a collar distinctly marked with its owner’s name 
and bearing attached to said collar a metal tag distinct- 
ly marked with its registered number.” 

The above law will be strictly enforced. 
All dog licenses expire May 1. 
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
